sp icu ou sly disp layed on hts scarf. 
rI ho 
senator u sed the blu n t words character, 
lstlo of his u tterances, arraigning tho 
p resident and cabinet officers with u n­ 
sp aring criticism and p ersonal Invective. 
He also addressed himself p ersonally to 
Hill and Sherman, and drew from tho 
former « jverai sharp rejoinders, while 
Sherman declined to be brou ght into a 
controversy with tho Sou th Carolina sen­ 
ator. 
N u m m ary o f H ill’s R esp onse. 
IT111 followed Tillman, rep lying to tho j 
.otter jKiint by p oint. 
Tho Now York son- j 
a tor referred to tho coming Democratic j 
national convention, declaring that there 
wou ld bo no sp lit, bu t that tru e Democ­ 
racy wou ld recognize tho ru le of the ma­ 
jority and keep the p arty intact, desp ite 
the throats of the Sou th Carolina senator 
to io vo tho p arty. 
Hill sp oke freely and 
frankly of his differences with the officers 
of tho administration, and in p articu lar 
referred to the grievou s mistake, as he re­ 
garded It, of Carlisle lr. not su p p orting 
Blackbu rn when the latter was tho nomi­ 
nee of a Democratic cu u cu i 
Tho senator 
discu ssed internal p arty affairs, u rging 
harmony and tho terminotlonof venomou s 
assau lts by Democrats on a Démocratie 
p resident.. 
T oo M u ch D ivision of R esp o n sibility . 
Tillman took the lloor du ring tho dis­ 


c u s s i o n of the nival bill and said ho bad 
fou nd du ring Bis brief exp erience hero 
that there were some si range tiling* hap ­ 
p ening in the navy dep artment and all 
other dep artments.

signed movement.

sured;th o long slender filament being) 
alternately expanded and 
contracted 
causes comparatively rapid propulsion 
in some species. 
T h e interior of th e j 
tiny sac-like creature is filled with j 
protoplasm, (th e lowest form of living 
matter) about th irteen per cent albu­ 
men and eigh ty-seven per cent water, j 
Th is interior portion 
is a veritable! 
poison factory in several of th e g e ne r a ;; 
but h appily for th e h uman race, th ey 
are comparatively few. 
Th e speak­ 
er asserted th at lie carried around mil­ 
lions of th em and th at h e th ough t h isj 
digestion much better for t h eir presence 
th an ot h erwise. 
Th e majority of th em 
are man's best friends. 
T h e tempera­ 
ture at wh ich th ey can live is from 22° 
to 1110° and a few above th at. Ch anges 
of 
temperature eith er way destroy j 
th em. 
Likewise th ey cannot grow and 
multiply wh ere it is perfectly dry, 
th ough th ey may 
remain dormant. 
W h erever th ere is moisture, 
th ere 
th ey increase and multiply and find a 
congenial h ome. 
T h ere cannot be or- 
ganic decay with out th e presence of 
oaetoria. 
Th is is especially noticeable 
in th e gre at dry regions of th e west, 
wh ere, th ere being no bacteria, meat, 
and oth er culinary neees-aries wili 
keep fresh for long periods. 
T h e fal­ 
len trees do not decay and th e leaves 
and 
oth er m atter accumulates from 
year to year. 
W h erever th e air leaves dust th e re 
will be bacteria—-on furniture, dr a pe r ­ 
ies, fruit, yvegetables and on th e food 
at th e table. 
Some from th e th ree di­ 
visions—cocci, bacilli 
or 
-pirilla— 
would be found in th ese places.

cannot escape th em, and to know h ow 
to destroy th em wo must know th eir 
life h istory.
